QUICK PROCESS CHEESE 
FOR SCHOOL LUNCHES 


Early fall brings to mind school 
lunches that will tempt the 
ap­ 
petite. 
It is hard to find v ariety 
for school lunches. Cheese makes 
good sandwiches and this 
q uick 
process cheese is a good substi­ 
tute for the regular 
commercial 
cream cheese.. 
Recipe: Place 
D > 
gallons 
of 
thick clabber on the stov e where 
it wlil become v ery hot. 
Stir the 
clabber freq uently to separate the 
curd from the whey and continue 
cooking and stirring for one-half 
hour, when the curd will become 
v ery tough. 
Drain off the whey 
and press the curd under a heav y 
weight until the whey is all pres­ 
sed out and the curd is v ery dry . 
Failure in this means a poor fi­ 
nished product. 
Nex t place 
the 
dry curd with 4 tablespoons 
of 
fresh sweet butter (old butter will 
spoil the flav or) and s 4 teaspoon 
of soda. 
Chop until the curd is 
q uite fine and the ingredients are 
thoroughly mix ed. Press the mix ­ 
ture down in the bowl, then allow 


it to stand in a warm place 
for 
two and one-half hours. Now- put 
the cheese in a double boiler with 
2/3 cup of v ery thick rich 
sour 
cream (sweet cream will spoil the 
cheese), 1 Vi teaspoons of salt and 
Vz teaspoon of 
butter 
coloring. 
The coloring may be omitted. As 
it begins to heat, stir until all the 
ingredients melt into a mass that 
looks like melted cheese, which is 
ex actly what it is. 
Then pour it into a well-butter­ 
ed bow-1 and set it away to cool. 
It is ready to cat as soon as it is 
cold. 
If y ou w-ant it to taste still more 
like commercial cheese 
buy 
*>4 
pound of cream cheese and chop 
into the dry curd and procede as 
abov e. 
To cure this cheese, allow it to 
cool, remov e cheese from 
bow-! 
and cov er the w-hole surface with 
a good coat of melted 
paraffin, 
then store in a cool place. 
This amount of 
milk 
makes 
about one and one-half pounds of 
cheese. 
Cheese sandwiches are greatly 
improv ed, with a tart relish and a 
v ery good one is* made of 
green 
tomatoes and peppers. 
Green Chili Sauce—Three doz­ 
en green tomatoes; 12 large 
on­ 
ions; one and three-fourths cup 
sugar; six large green peppers; 10 
cups v inegar; six tbalespoons salt. 
Chop fine the tomatoes, peppers 
and onions or put 
through 
the 
food chopper, using

coarse 
knife. 
Add seasoning and 
boil 
gently for two hours or until

thick sauce is 
made. 
Seal 
in

of the leav es. 
The insects 
feed 
mostly on alfalfa, although 
they

showed a slight damage by 
the 
caterpillars. 
The most effectiv e way to con­ 
trolling the caterpillars, is by cut­ 
ting the alfalfa as law as possible 
and remov ing the hay . 
This cuts 
off the food supply of the y oung 
caterpillars, ex posing 
them 
to 
their insect enemy , of which sev ­ 
eral kinds are nearly alway s pres­ 
ent in the infested fields. In cut­ 
ting, care should be taken 
that 
the field is left clean, without a 
sufficient amount of leaf 
growth 
to supply the y oung caterpillars 
until 
they 
mature. 
Pasturing, 
where it can be properly done, so 
that the animals arc not left too 
long on the field, is also a good 
method to

Mack Rust, who is 26 years old, 
told how the cotton

was 
perfected. 
He 
and

older 
brother, John Rust, were born and 
reared in Texas, but after 
their 
mother died when Mack was 8 
years old and their father when 
he was 12, they went to live with 
an older 
married 
sister. 
They 
worked to support themselves, and 
among the jobs they 
took 
was 
cotton picking. 
John Rust had thought for some 
time about inventing a machanical 
cotton picker. 
One night after he 
had gone to bed in Kansas City, 
where he was working, John sud­ 
denly remembered that cotton al­ 
ways stuck to his fingers 
when 
they were damp. 
If it would also 
adhere to smooth steel 
spindles, 
then he might have a basic prin­ 
ciple on which to work. 
He got 
out of bed, dressed, and went to a 
drug store. 
He bought a package 
of absorbent cotton and returned 
home. 
A nail was the only kind 
of steel finger in the house, but 
when he dampened it he found 
his idea sound. 
The cotton stuck 
to it. 
Soon 
afterward 
John 
Rust 
began to build a small machine to 
test his steel spindle principle. His 
problem was in spacing the spin­ 
dles properly. 
If they were 
too 
far apart they would’t pick enough 
cotton and if they were too close 
together they would injure 
the 
plants. 
Jle could best finc| out 
a\x>ut 
thè sptndles t y experimenting on 
a larger scale, so he returned to 
Texas, where his sister lived, and 
started to construct 
a 
full-size 
machine. 
Mack Rust, who 
had 
been working in New York 
for 
the General 
Electric 
Company, 
returned to help 
him, 
and 
by 
Christmas, 1928, the brothers had 
their first 
machine 
ready 
for 
testing. 
Because most of the Texas cot­ 
ton had been picked, it was 
too 
late for a field 
experiment 
that 
year, but the Rusts found plants 
that hadn’t been picked, 
pulled 


them up. and fixed them in row’s 
on blocks of wood. 
The test was 
successful. 
Parts of the picker wern’t 
en­ 
tirely satisfactory, however, 
and 
before the season 
of 
1929, 
the 
Rusts greatly improved their in­ 
vention. 
The first machine 
was 
designed to be drawn by 
horses, 
and when the Rusts concluded a 
power motor would work better, 
they built a special tractor with 
an old Ford engine. 
The picker 
couldn’t then be used with attach­ 
ed to a standard farm tractor. 
In 1930, they constructed an­ 
other machine adapted to a cer­ 
tain kind of farm 
tractor, 
but 
later, they constructed one 
that 
had wheels far apart 
straddling 
two rows of 
cotton 
while 
the 
picker attached behind picked one 
row. 
It is this machine that 
is 
being demonstrated here. 
On it, 
the spindles enter cotton 
stalks 
from the 
side 
as 
an 
operator 
guides them with a lever. 
While 
spindles are 
revolving 
rapidly 
around the opened cotton 
bolls 
and seizing the cotton, the spindle 
carrier is standing still 
although 
the picker is moving forward and 
the spindle carrier wheel back­ 
ward. 
A water tank keeps spin­ 
dles damp and cotton 
is 
blown 
upwards into a sack. The machine 
gathers more leaves than does a 
man 
picking 
cotton, 
but 
gin 
cleaners are being improved 
so 
they can easily separate the leave« 
from the cotton. 
Successful tests have bten con 
ducted 
in 
Texas, 
Mississippi. 
Louisiana, and Arkansas. 
Six of 
the nine machines built 
in 
the 
Rust brothers' shop 
in 
Memphis 
are being used in Mississippi and 
two are being tested 
by 
John 
Rust on state farms in 
Southern 
Russia. 
Many 
persons 
have 
offered 
capital for construction 
of 
the 
machines for profit, but the Rusts 
do not Intend to lose control 
of 
their 
invention. 
Before 
next 
summer they will build a factory 
and have ready for 
use 
several 
more machines, which they 
will 
not sell but will only lease. 
Co­ 
operative farms will be able to 
use them, as will private growers, 
but with landlords the Rusts will 
make contracts containing 
wage 
and work hour provisions for em­ 
ployes. 
They have no intention 
of harming cotton workers.
